region outrages are reported, says 
a Wilkesbarre, Pa., dispatch of the 
9 th. 
A soldier of the Eighteenth reg­ 
iment of Pittsburg shot dead a man 
who refused 
to stop when cbal- 
leugeJ, a train wa-i blown up, an­ 
other was wrecked, a bridge was 
dynamited, many nonunion work­ 
ers were beaten, two strikers car­ 
rying a thousand rounds of ammu- 
nuiou were arrested and anarchist 
circulars suggesting the murder of 
oppressors were posted at Daryea. 
For the first time within two 
weeks a train was dynamited at 
the Jenkins switch, ten miles from 
this city, and a wreck was caused 
in 
which a hundred cattle were 
killed. 
A t the time the dynamiting oc 
curred a coal train was due, but the 
second section of a cattle 
train, 
running thirty miles an hour, was 
sent 
over 
the 
line 
instead. 
It 
struck the dynamite, and engine 
tender was blown from the track 
and down an embankment, seven 
cars 
filled 
with cattle crashing 
after it, all of them badly wrecked. 
The animals were crushed and 
torn and some of the herd and a 
few of them in the wrecked cars 
escaped. 
The train broke and the 
rear dashed into the wreck a min­ 
ute after in occurred. 
T w o more 
cars were smashed and more cattle 
killed. 
Other cars we^ e derailed 
and broken open and about a hun­ 
dred cattle escaped and ran into 
the woods.

wreck, the tracks being torn up 
and rails scattered, that the repairs 
were cot made until tonight.
